DECEMBER 20 DUE TO HOLIDAYS. 

2. REQUEST AN INCREASE OF $250 TO CUMULATIVE FIRST HALF 
TOTAL, SO THAT REQUIRED NEEDS CAN BE MET, AND THIS 
AMOUNT CAN BE DEDUCTED FROM SECOND HALF ALLOTMENT. 

PLEASE ADVISE ASAP IF AGREEABLE. 

3. AS DEPARTMENT IS AWARE, THERE WAS A LOCAL WAGE INCREASE 
IN MANAGUA EFFECTIVE AUGUST 18, 1974 AND POST LANGUAGE 
OFFICER STRONGLY FEELS THAT LANGUAGE INSTRUCTOR SHOULD 
RECEIVE THIS INCREASE OR POST WILL BE HARD PRESSED TO 
RETAIN THE SERVICES OF THIS CAPABLE HEMPLOYEE. THE 
AVERAGE SALARY FOR QUALIFIED LANGUAGE INSTRUCTORS IS
